about $19 per full-time student, 

However, it wasdecided to 
that a $10 fee would not cause so 
many student complaints, For this 
very reason, this application of the 
break-even budget concept has been 
invalidated, 

According to Dr, Ball, no new 
services have been added as a re- 
sult of the increase, “Cheaper drugs 
and preventative dental 
care have always been provided; 
these services are not the result of 
the $10 fee, " he said,

At one time, a definite part 
of students’ fees (about $12, 50) 
was earmarked for Student Health 
Services, A few years ago, however 
this practice was abandoned in 
favor of the general fund, 

Dr, Ball said the Health Ser- 
vices could not break even on in- 
sured physician sevices in any case 
because Student Health is only run 
on an eight-month basis, it deals 
with a relatively healthy section of 
the population, and doctors do not 
get any reimbursement for caring 

or hospitalised students, 


Ther are better methods of 
funding Student Health than 
asking the students to pay for it.

This is the first in a series of articles to be printed in the 
Poundmaker, The articles will discuss areas in which a per 
son might experience — difficulties, The articles will 
try to emphasize the methods by which the individual can 
overtry to bg ayer the methods by which the individual 
can overcome his problem by the use of the legal system, 
Rather than just spell out what a person's “rights" are, it 
will try to explain how those rights can be enforced, While 
there is a lot an individual can do on his own, and a lot of 
useful information he can learn, there will always be situa- 
tions where help is needed, Because of this, this first article 
will outline the chief sources of legal help, 

The most obvious source of legal help and usually the 
best, is a lawyer, Edmonton has over 400 practicing law- 
yers, As with doctors, some tend to specialize; others take 
all types of cases, Often a friend can give you the name of 
a lawyer that has been of help to him, However, remember 

t hat lawyers are like businessmen, their prices may v. 
because of their experience, or their field of interest, Bon" t 
hesitate to ask a lawyer to _ you a price and, if you think 
it excessive, try several others, The man that charges the 
most may not be any better tor your case than the one who 
charges least, 

If you can’t afford a lawyer, one of the following organ- 


izations will be able to help you, 
ALBERTA LEGAL AID PLAN 


AVAILABILITY OF LEGAL SERVICES 


Legal Aid is available mainly to those charged with the 

more serious criminal offences, —— it is available in 
a restricted ~~ for civil cases, It is only available to those 
who cannot afford a lawyer of their own; while there is no 
rigid level of income at which you become ineligible (con- 
pe to what some of the now outdated signs suggest) you 

ilf be denied legal aid if the person considering your appli- 
cation thinks you are able to afford a lawyer, An applicant 
may also be required to pay the plan back, either partially 
or in full, when he or she is able, 

The criminal offences covered 4 Legal Aid include 
most of the more serious “indictable offences” but none of 
the "summary conviction" offences (unless requested by the 
judge), Examples of excluded offences are: theft under $50, 
obstructing a police officer, common assault, exceeding , 08 
on the breathalyzer, Highway Traffic Act, and Liquor Con- 
trol Act offences, If you are unsure whether you are eligible 
apply anyway. If you,are held in the cells tell the police 
that you want to apply; if you are free, go to the Legal Aid

As mentioned earlier, Legal Aid only handles a few civil 
cases, However, a phone call to them will tell you whether 
or not it is worth applying, They will probably give you a 
referral letter to a lawyer, to whom you may be required to 
pay a maximum of $5, 00, and the Legal Aid decision will 
considered in light of his opinion, Normally, divorces 
and restraining orders are only handled where there is a very 
urgent need,

"We talk about peace and treaties with the 
white men while we still do nothing about the 
fighting and raids between ourselves ‘ Remember 
the Red River troubles, Think about the broken 
promises and forgotten treaties that have stripped 
the Sioux nation of all but their sacred Black Hills, 
Then talk about signing treaties with white men 
aml go on fighting your own kind -- but only if you 
care nothing for your families or those who will 
come after you, 


The audience listened intently to the tall, 
handsome speaker, In the past few years he had 
gained much prestige and had earned the name 
"The Peacemaker” for negotiating a truce between 
the two long-time enemies, the Cree and the 
Blackfoot, 

The speaker was a Cree, Poundmaker, the 
adopted son of Crowfoot, the great chief of the 
Blackfoot Confederacy, 

In 1875 , emissaries or the white imperialists 
began’ “ing treaty overtures to the tribes on the 


leg farming. Many of the young men of the band 
ad left the reservation and they asked Poundmaker 
to be chief of their new band, 

By 1879, the buffalo had completely disap- 
peared from the western Canadian plains, Pound- 
maker" s band and others were forced to go into 
Americanterritory to hunt, Sitting Bull and his 
Sioux followed and the Americans tightened up 
the border to prevent further crossin: 

Because of the lack of hunti Canada and 
the darger of crossing the border, Poundmaker 
was forced to settle down on a reservation at Cut 
Knife Hill near Battleford to attempt farming. 

The Crees didn’ t do well with farming and 
the government rations wouldn’ t sustain them, 
The new Commissioner of Manitoba and the 
North- West Territories, Edgar Dewdney, toured 
his resporsibilities in 1879 and was appalled by 
the Indians’ privation, He made arrangements 
to have more supplies distributed and farming in- 
structors appointed but this did little to alleviate 
the suffering of the Indians,

Three years before Crowfoot’ s son had been 
kidied ina battle with the Crees, The Blackfoot: 
chief became convinced the Indians would have no 
way of surviving the influx of the white man unless 
internal tribal conflicts were resolved. 

So he took a Cree, who was without prestige 
or family, as his son and directed him to the task 
of making peace between the two great tribes, 


“If things were still as they used to be for our 
fathers and grandfathers I might not be so concern- 
ed," said Crowfoot, "But now we have policemen, 
forts, talk of treaties, talk of settlers coming in. 
You know that I have a white man in my camp 
from time to time, Jean I’ Heureux, He swears 
.to me that far to the east of the big lakes, white 
men use tribal wars to help the fur trade, They 
worked against any truce attempts and in the end 
ore tribe, the Hurons, were wiped from the face of 
the earth forever, Now my friends, if, knowing 
that, you can think about accepting the friendship 
of the whites before we are at peace with the Crees, 
thenI say I am very much afraid, " 


Inthree years, Poundmaker had negotiated a 
truce agreement between the two powerful tribes, 
He was assisted in his attempts by the powerful 
gi: chief, Big Bear. 

ig Bear was much concerned about the pos- 
sibilities of treaties with the whites: 


"Are you forgetting how the half-breeds had 
to come here after the white men moved into their 
Red River country? Well, I care nothing for fine 
talk about preseits or money from the white man, 
When you set a fox tg» you too scatter little 
gifts of meat around, but when the fox is in the 
trap you knock him on the head, " 


However, the next year, 1876, Red Pheasant, 
the chief of Poundmaker's band, signed a treaty 
with the whites and moved to a reservation, But 
Pourdmaker didn’t think the Indians could adjust 
to the farming way of life, He warfted assurances 
that the buffalo would be protected but failed to 
get them, 

Big Bear refused to sign because of the lack 
of protection for the buffalo and because the whites 
would mt agree that hanging should not be the 
punishment for cote. 2 

The year of the Little Big Horn, 1877, arrived 
am Sitting Bull’ s Sioux escaped to Canada pur- 
sued by the American forces of law and order, 
Crowfoot, afraid that the Sioux would diminish 
the buffalq herds, opdamg ¢ let them stay. 

In an attempt to force the Sioux south, the 
Americars burnt a strip of land along the border to 
prevert the buffalo herds from making their annual 
torthward migration,’ 

Red Pheasant’ s band had unsucessfully attem- 
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The crops of Poundmaker’ s band did poorly 
the first year, They had only some oats and bar- 
ley which they planned to sell to buy clothes ~ 

otherwise we would be naked as well as starving, " 
said Poundmaker, 

But the Indian agent at Battleford told Pound- 
Maker that it was against regulations to sell the 
grain, 


"I will not sit quietly while my people starve 
am die because I was fool enough to believe what 
you told me about this new way of living, I will 
tot drive and push and bee | them into clearing 
groum and planting crops that they can neither 
use nor sell, 1 will not betray their trust in me 
| believing another word white men tell me, 

If I have beenused by you and your kind to de- 
ceive my own Crees then watch out -- all of you, “ 
Pourdmaker replied, 


Poundmaker* s band was starving when he de- 
cided to go south in search of buffalo, He killed 
ore of his government oxen for food for the trip. 
The new Indian agent, incensed by the killing of 
the ox, angrily ordered Poundmaker to remain on 
the reserve. Poundmaker and his band left anyway. 

Fearing Poundmaker’ s defiance would incite 
other bands inthe area, rations were increased a 
few days after he left and a school teacher was 
provided for Poundmaker’ s reserve, 

The buffalo hunt was successful and Pound- 
maker and his band returned to their reserve, 

In1882, the Indian Department decided to 
curb some non-Christian chiefs, especially those 
who had gathered a following, So the farming 
instructor on Poundmaker' s reserve was ordered 
to take over the supervision of all work, taking 
much authority from Poundmaker, 

Poundmaker absolutely refused to let the in- 
structor tale over and the band was cut off rations, 

Poundmaker toured the West in a vain attempt 
to unite the Crees into a confederacy, He returned 
after a month and wrote an angry letter to the 
Commissioner. Soon after, the rations were re- 
sumed, 

By the spring of 1883, the Indians were still 
starving, There was still no hunting and crops 
would rot grow, Even the renegade chief, Big 
Bear, was forced to settle down on a reservation 
rear Frog Lake, : 

By the summer of 1884 the situation had wor- 
sened. White church and government officials in 
the west sent frantic warnings to Ottawa that un- 
less the Indians were fed and clothed, they would 
be difficult to control, But the government dec- 
ided instead to cut the expenses of the Indian 
Department and to cut the rations, 

Poundmaker called a conference and Rain 
Dance on his reservation for all Crees in the Nor- 
th- West, Over 2000 Indians, including Big Bear 
am his bani, came to the meeting, e Indian 
ager made a futile attempt to force Big Bear to 
leave ani then cut off all rations while the out- 


siders were onthe reserve, 

Ratioring resumed after the conference and — 
the Indians resolved to meet again the next sum-_ 
mer, This same summer Riel returned to Canada 
aml beganto organize the Metis in the area of 
Batoche, : 

"The next summer, Poundmaker became in- _ 
eaten) bitter about the white man’s way of 
ie. : 


"Inthe old days we Indians trusted in our god — 
am our faith was not in vain, We were fed, 
clothed, ani free from sickness, Along came the 
white man and persuaded the Indian that our god © 
was ro longer able to care for us) So-- we list- © 
ered and deserted to the new god, Hunger follow= 
ed, am disease and death, Now we return to" 
the god we krew; the buffalo will come back and 
the Indian will live the life that he was intended 
to live, " ss 


_ The Metis clashed with the whites at Duck 
Lake aml defeated them. News of the victory en- 
couwaged and excited the Indians; Poundmaker : 
tried ag: aperg | to get some rations to calm them 
down, He and several others went to Battleford 
but the townspeople thought they were attacking — 
amd took shelter in the fort. The Indian agent re-_ 
fused to come out of the fort to talk to them. 

InBattleford, Poundmaker took the leader- 
ship of a loosely-knit Cree confederacy, But he 
was powerless to stop the ensuing sacking of Bat- 
tleford. The Indians took needed food and clothes 
amd burnt several buildings while the townspeople — 
watched from the fort, : 

The next morning Poundmaker persuaded the 
to return to Cut Knife, 

The warriors, as is the custom in times of 
crisis, took complete control of the assembled 
bands, The chief no longer had any place in the 
decision-making process, i 

The Metis attempted to persuade the warriors. 
to joinRiel at Batoche. They said Crowfoot was 
about to rise and that the Americans were sending 
menand equipment, But Poundmaker didn’t ~ 
trust the Metis, ‘hey had promised American 
help before but m one had seen 7 evidence of 
it, He doubted their ability to he iP the Indians, 
The Metis were farmers and wanted land, The 
Cree were hurters, 

With rations completely depleated, the In- 
diars began raiding neighbouring farms. And then 
Big Bear’ s band massacred the white settlers at 
Frog Lake. 

Riel sent a message urging Poundmaker" s In- 
diars to attack the fort at Battleford, But Fine 
Day, Poundmaker’ s war chief and a rengwned war- 
rior, opposed this so strongly that the issue re- 
mained undecided, 


CHIEF CROWFOOT 


Lieut, -Col, Otter, the army commander at 
Battleford, decided to teach Poundmaker and the 
Indians a lesson for sacking the town, Reinforce- 
merts had arrived and he moved towards Cut 
Knife with 3 50 men, two cannons, and a Gat- 


ling gun, 

e soldiers and police reached the Indian 
camp at dawn, They began to shell the tipis full 
of sleeping Indians. Luckily, the women and 
children were taken back into the bush before 
aryore was hurt, 

Within half an’hour, Fine Day had the In- 
diars surrounding the whites on three sides, But 
they couldrf t move in because of the Gatling, 
After a few hours the whites were forced to retreat 
across a small stream. The Indians, anxious to 
follow Sitting Bull's example, gathered to give 
chase but Poundmaker persuaded them that they 
had dore their job in defending the camp and 
killing more whites would have served no pur- 


eG 

The Metis pursuaded the Indians to move out 
towards Batoche to reinforce Riel, Poundmaker 
attempted to lead some of his people out of the 
cavalcade but fighting broke out and he stayed to 
keep peace, Poundmaker finally regained con- 
trol of the Indias and persuaded them to make

camp instead of going to Batoche, 

Two days later they learned that Batoche had 
fallen, 

Poundmaker thought of continuing the fight 
without the Metis, It could have been a wholly 
Indian effort, he reasoned, Big Bear’ s band would 
certainly join, And his father, Crowfoot, would 
rot let him stand alone, 

The Blackfoot Confederacy was by far the 
most powerful group on the prairies, Part of 
Pounimaker’ s effect in dealing with the whites 
was that he was Crowfoot’ s adopted son and the 
whites were very much afraid of the old Black- 
foot chief, 


The white farm instructor, Jefferson, and the 
priest Cochin, attempted to convince him to sur- 
render before any more damage was done, 


“I do mt know what to do, " Poundmaker 
told them, “The last thing I want is more blood- 
shed, I rever wanted that, But I have little re- 
ason to trust in the white man's generosity, The 
ten years since we signed treaties have been such 
sad and bitter ones, 


But he took the advice of the two white men, 
He thought an Indian uprising, no matter how 
powerful or immediatley successful, was ultim- 
ately doomed to failure, He wrote General Mid- 
dieton, the commander-in-chief of the Canadian 
forces inthe west, and offerred to surrender but 
"I would Ikke the terms of peace in writing so 
that we may be under no misunderstanding from 
which so much trouble arises, " 

The arrogant Englishman, Middleton, re- 


plied: 


"Ihave utterly defeated the half-breeds and 
Indians at Batoche and have made prisoners of 
Riel and most of his coundiL I have made no 
terms with them, neither will I make terms with 
you Ihave men enough to destroy you and your 
people, or at least to drive you away to starve 
and will do so unless you bring in the teams you 
took, aml yourself and councillors, with your 
arms to meet me at Battleford on Monday the 
twerty-sixth, I am glad to hear you have treat- 
ed the prisoners well and have released them, " 


This was not at all the reply Poundmaker 
expected and he was angry. But he had said he 
would surrender and would not go back on his 
wor d, 

Poundmaker and his people appeared be- 
fore Middleton as scheduled, Instead of receiving 
the chief cordially, Middleton subjected him to 
a sort of a trial. The following is an Aer 
ment of anaccount of this remarkable incident 
from Norma Sluman"s biography of Poundmakert 


Poundmaker rose slowly and went forward to 
greet Middleton, He held out his hand, 

Middleton looked down at the proffered hand, 
turred away acornfully. "Tell him I don't shake 
hands with rebels, ” he said. 

Poundmaker’ s face went blank as he sat on 
his blarket. Grass Woman's voice rang out sud- 
derly. “Will you let him insult you so -- that 
fat -- ". Poundmaker stopped her. 

Poundmaker realized Middleton was waiting 
for him to speak, He rose and began, 

"We came here today to lay down our 
weapor to end the bloodshed and fighting, We 
rever waited it and did all we could to avoid it 
When the trouble began I went in to Battleford 
to ask how we could do this but the agent was 
afraid and would not come out, It is true there 
was some trouble in the town that night but those 
zesponsible have since died or hidden away. We

rever raised a weapon until our homes were at- 
tacked by eae ame and many soldiers, Where 
there was killing and stealing it was dgne by a 
few men for reasons of their own, not by those in 
bands properly led by their chiefs, After we were 
attacked on our own reserve, we fought back and 
defeated the soldiers, We could have gone after 
them as they withdrew and perhaps killed them 
all ht we did not want, even then, to fight un- 
Tecessarily, My young men are, as yours must 
be, impatient and inclined to act before think- 
ing, but I kept them quiet. Remember this that 
while my people have been on the edge of star- 
vation for a long time, when we went into 
Bresaylor, and again when we took the wagons 
for food which we-needed to em 2 alive, nota 
prisoner was harmed or even badly treated. Now, 
with Riel captured it is possible for the fighting 
to stop. Instead of running away to hide as we 
could so easily have done, we have come here, 
We have put away our weapons into your hands, " 

Middleton glared at Poundmaker, “Is it 
prgaare for you people to go around pilfering 
like rats?" Poundmaker decided to sit down ag- 
ain, partly to give himself time to get his voice 
umler control before he answered, t is hard to 
say who pac and burned stores and houses, “ 
He had a sudden memory of a white man he had 
seenruming around with his loot. "Anyone apart 
from my own Crees could have done so, “ 

“Oh? Has a great chief no power then?" 

"Am I a great.chief?” Poundmaker snapped, 
"It-is too bad that I did not know of my greatness 
before the trouble, If I was such a great chief 
they would have given me food when I needed it 
so badly for my people instead of refusing me. 

If I had known I was so great I would have made 
them recognize it then, 

Middleton’ s face went a mottled red at the 
sarcasm, "Do you deny that you fought the 
troops?” 

"I never thought to fight the white man and 
all the people around Battle River and the Indian 
agert cannot say different, I always wanted to 
try to raise from the ground enough to keep my 
people alive, We fought the troops when we our- 
selves were attacked, 

“When Indians raid and murder they will al- 
ways be attacked, " the general:went on, “Mur- 
deregs must always be rounded up, " 

at is right, certainly, " agreed Poundmaker. 
"Then why did you attack at Cut Knife?” 


"We were sleeping quietly when they fired 
onmy rege I’ m sorry to have to say so much, 
I thought when the message came from you we 
were hg. Hg make peace so I tried hard to come 
ontime, We gave ourselves 4 entirely and gave 
up all the gum that we had, If I saw anything . 
wrorg in the things we have done, we would not 
have come, " 

Behind Poundmaker, one of his men spoke . 
up. "You white men did not refuse to shake 
hands with us when you first came here to our 
couttry. The talk then was that the Indian and 
the white man had been pie together to help 
ore another, Now we do not have anyone to turn 
to but you, ™ 

One of the Indian women cried out, "You 
must exte ndimercy to our starving people, " 

_ "We do not listen to-women, " snapped Mid- 
dleton cortemptuously. oe 

Poundmaker came to his feet, “Then why 
to you obey the Queen?” he shot back, 


Middleton arrested Poundmaker for treason 
am several others for various offenses, He was 
takento Regina for trial, When sentanced to 
three years in Stoney Mountain Pennitentary he 
yelled, “Hang me now. I would rather die 
at once than be put in that place, " 

Stoney Mountain, in Winnipeg, was infam- 
ous among the Indians. Those who served 
time there and survived usually died shortly after 
their release, 

Poundmaker* s band, having given up their 
weapors, were powerless to protect themselves 
agairst roving bands of soldiers and civilians who 
pillaged them for "spoils of war," General Mid- 
dieton himself was later found with a quantity of 
the thusly corfiscated goods. No rations or treaty 
morey was issued to the band and no one could 
leave the reserve without.a permit, All Indian 
horses were also "confiscated", Drumming, face 
painting and dancing were forbidden, 

After serving only seven months, Poundmaker 
was released, But the time in prison had ruined 
his health, 

Poundmaker told the new Indian agent and 
the priest Cochin after his return to Cut Knife: 


, "Our land, our freedom, our buffalo, our 
good food and warm clothing, our weapons, and 
our horses have all been taken from us, But that 
will not make this face of mine a white man’s 
face, My eyes are darker and different, my hair 
is straight and black, As long as this is true we 
will just be Indians in the thoughts of most 
white men, Even if we wanted to be just like 
you, am most of us do not, your people would 
Not permit it, nee 

“Why. do you only see: the: differences between 


‘us and not the ways in which our customs are 


good? We respect our old people and take care 
of them, We look upon children as a gift and 
love them very much, never punishing them as 
you people sometimes so, We take care of our 
poor people and share all that we have with them, 
There is no stealing among us because if I want 
something my friend has, I need only to say so and 
he will give ittome, Do you never think that 
there may be things you could learn from us? 

Or do you think that would be admitting that the 
Indians can be kind and-wise and good even with- 
out your Christianity, " 


In May 1886, soon after his return to Cut 
Knife, Poundmaker walked to Blackfoot Crossing 
to visit Crowfoot, He arrived very ill and died 
shortly after, He was buried by the Blackfoot 
at the Crossing, Crowfoot was buried beside his 
Cree son soon after, In 1967, Crees from the 
Pounimaker reservation moved his body to Cut 
Knife Hill,

LEWIS SPEAKS TO STUDENTS

oriented 


Evidently not all leaders of 
Canada’ s political parties have 
as much reason to avoid meet 
ings with university students as 
Pierre Trudeau, 

Either that, or University of 
Alberta students just do not hate 
establishment politicians as 
rabidly as they used to in the 
good old days of campus radi- 
calism, 


In any case, David Lewis, 
national leader of the New 
Democratic Party, was prob- 
ably pleasantly surprised by 
the politeress and co-operation 
of the crowd which met him 
last Tuesday noon on campus, 

More than 450 students 
attended an election rally in 
SUB theatre to spend about an 
hour and a half discussing issues 
with the NDP leader, 


In a brief opening speech, 
Lewis referred students to the 
major thrust of his Canada- wide 
campaign: to focus attention on 
the fact that the government has 
been “corporation oriented” to 
the extent of giving large cor- 
porations making healthy profits 
in Canada “all they want’, 
Lewis said, 

One indication of the govern- 
ment’ s orientation is the tax 
structure which has allowed com- 
panies like Shell Canada, for 
example, to pay not one cent 
of income tax on net earnings of 
over $500, 000, 000 between 1964 
and 1969, Léwis pointed dut, 


The “corporate rip-off", 
according to Lewis, is best 
observed in the mining indus- 
tries and especially in the oil 
and gas companies, of which 
82 per cent pay no tax at all 
on very large incomes, 

"Tax dodges," he said, “are 
limited only by the imagination 
of the tax consultants, * 


A common trick is the tax 
deferment; by last year the 
Liberal government had allowed 
3,6 billion dollars of these “tax- 


free loans” to large corporations, 


Lewis said, 

If Lewis came wishing to 
address certain issues and avoid 
others his questioners were most 
accomodating. 


There were no questions on 
the recent expulsion of the 
Waffle in Ontario, on Quebec, 
or on the contradictions in the 
NDP between nationalist and 
internationalist ends, socialist 
and social-democrat aims, or 
constituency and labor organi- 
zations, 


But the questions tossed out 
often made the articulate Lewis 
struggle for an acceptable 
response, 

One woman who had just been 
through an obviously unsuccess- 
ful and frustrating attempt to 
have the Central Mortgage and 
proc | Corporation approve a 


Proposal for a housing co-opera- 
tive asked the party leader what 
the NDP would do in the area of 


housing, 

Lewis pointed out that perhaps 
the major fault with the CMHC 
was that instead of being com- 
mitt ed "to providing houses as a 
social right", it was being used 
as an economic governor to iron 
out fluctuations on the housing 


gs 
Besides revamping the CMHC, 
he said, the NDP would take the 


stand that “developers can go to 
Hades", 

He added that the Dennis | 
Report, which he had exposed in 
Parliament, found that only six 
large land speculation corpora- 
tions controlled between 60 and 
80 per cent of all suitable land 
around Canadian cities, 

Lewis said he would encourage 
municipal governments to set up 


’ land banks, expropriating land 


from develo where necessary 
in order to frustrate their attempts 
to drive up the price of land 
needed for housin 
A little of the blunt, articu- 
late Lewis surfaced through the 
pleasantness when one questioner 
pressured him to take a stand on 
the question of whether or not 
immigrants should be allowed to 
erter Canada and threaten the 
already insecure working ' cael 
At first, Lewis waffled, 
rejecting the idea of “grading 
people", and insisting on a 
bold, imaginative policy”, 
But when the questioner restated 
his case, the NDP leader took a 
decidedly more defensive. stance, 
“fm not a fence-sitter.-- I 
just don’ t want to recognize the 
fences you put up, " he said, 
Lewis was more adept at 
handling a challenger to his 
"corporate rip-off" charges who 
asked “if we tax oil companies 
heavily, what’ s stopping them 
from going elsewhere?” 
-. He began by agreeing only 
that tax concessions ensure.a 


faster depletion. of Alberta’ s 


oil resources, < 

But, ey ert oil is Le capital-

Under the new Elections Act 
of 1970 students lost the right to 
be enumerated in both their 
parents’ home constituencies 
and in their university ridings, 
Instead, Parliament gave them 
the right to vote by proxy in 
their parents’ constituency if 
they couldn’ t be there on 
election day, 

Regulations from Hamel’ s 
office directed enumerators to 
determine whether students 
living “away from home" were 
“on their own", If they were, 
they could vote in their 
university riding, but if they 
were not they could be enu- 
merated only at their parents’ 
home, 


“All we are asking enumer- 
ators to do if they are in doubt 
is to ask students if they would 
be w to take an oath about 
the location of their ordinary 
residence if challenged on 
election day, " Hamel said in

"It" s a personal decision a 
student must make by his own 
conscience, " he added, 

In directives sent to local 
returning officers last January 
Hamel said “enumerators should 
be instructed that whenever am 
occupant of a dwelling descri 
his occupation as “student” they 
should determine which of the 
four basic situations applies to 
that person by determining the 
relationship of that person to the 
other occupants of the dwelling 
and the nature and frequency of 
that person’ s occupancy, ” 

(The four situations were 
married, single living at home, 
single living hte 8 from home, 
and single on their own, ) 

The tone of Hamel s instruc- 
tions indicated enumerators 
would be scrupulous in é 
that only students who were 
financially independent of their 
parents would be enumerated in 
university ridings, 

But Hamel said today that 
students could vote in university 
if they wanted to, 

"T want to emphasize that 
we’ re not going to submit

students to a means test, " he 
said, 

Local returnin 
contacted univ residence 
officials to determine "which 
students, if any, should be 
enumerated", according to 
Hamel’ s earlier regulations, 

Hamel explained today that 
the move was designed to save 
time, and that any student who 
was not included on the list 
provided by residence officials 
could meet an enumerator in 
a residence common room and” 
get placed on the voters list,
